MEXICO 


URING the First World War the 

German General Staff had a 
grandiose scheme to make Mexico the 
springboard for an of the 
United States. That sounded as fan- 
tastic at that time as an invasion of 
England or the loss of Hong Kong and 
Singapore. But these dreams of a quar- 
ter of a century ago have become pos- 
sible in this global war because of long- 
ranging warplanes and the subtle pene- 
tration of fascist fifth columnists.

Mexico offers a particularly fertile 
field for fascist fifth columns. Living 
conditions there, economic, social and 
religious, make it an easy prey to the 
same reactionary forces that gained 
control of the entire European conti- 
nent. Mexico’s Synarchist movement, 
though less openly aggressive since the 
country entered the war on the side of 
the United Nations, is Fascism with a 
new label. It boasts a membership rang- 
ing from half a million to a million, 
composed chiefly of the poor and under- 
privileged on one side, and of the im- 
poverished middle class on the other. 
Its aims are a combination of Coughlin- 
ism, Falangism and National Socialism. 
It is officially endorsed by the Jesuits 
and the Roman Catholic hierarchy. 

After the war has been won, Mexico’s 
Synarchist movement will really at- 
tempt its dangerous role. It has already 
tied in with Coughlinism and spread 
its propaganda to an alarming extent 
in the United States and Central Amer- 
ican countries. A timely article on Syn- 


archism in this issue of our magazine 
will repay careful reading. 

Another article in this issue gives a 
vivid picture of the baneful effects of 
Roman Catholic church control of Mex- 
ican life during the past four centuries, 
It should be noted that it is documented 
almost entirely from official 
Catholie sources.

Our Catholic Ambassador in this 
same speech further declared that the 
objectives of the Atlantic Charter ‘‘ac- 
cord perfectly’’ with the ‘‘recent 
Christmas allocution of the Sovereign 
Pontiff.’’ We wish it were so, but it is 
obvious that both Pope Pius XII and 
Mr. Hayes (who speaks on behalf of the 
United States Government) do not in- 
tend these objectives to apply to the 
Catholic countries of Spain and the 
whole continent of Latin America. In 
his five ‘‘peace points’’ of the Christ- 
mas before last, Pope Pius XII express- 
ly made it known that his fifth point of 
religious liberty covered full liberty 
only for the Roman Catholic religion. 
This distortion of real religious liberty 
has already been put into practice in 
Spain and Latin America.

SOUTH AMERICA 


ROTESTANT spokesmen of all de- 

nominations have strongly approved 
the protest of the Federal Council of 
Churches against the ousting of Prot- 
estant missionaries from Latin America 
at the demand of the Roman Catholic 
hierarchy. Even the conservative Dr. 
Reinhold Niebuhr’s Christianity and 
Crisis of January 11, 1943, ealls the 
Catholic hierarchy’s action ‘‘prepos- 
terous’’ and styles it a bid for the recog- 
nition in America of the Roman 
church’s claim to the ‘‘right of persecu- 
tion’’ of religious minorities. ‘‘That is 
a claim,’’ it rightly says, ‘‘which must 
be resisted with Christian courtesy but 
with unyielding firmness. ’’ 


The full text of the Federal Coun- 
eil’s declaration in defense of ‘‘Our 
Heritage of Religious Freedom’’ will be

be carefully studied by everyone who 
values religious liberty. Roman Cath- 
olic leaders and editors have read it 
only to return to their arrogant de- 
mands with greater determination than 
before. Following is a summary of the 
answer of the Jesuits in their magazine 
America for December 26, 1942. They 


say: 


1. that Protestantism has contrib- 
uted ‘‘nothing’’ to the advancement 
of religious liberty in America. 


2. that the Constitution gives no right 
to Protestants to proclaim their faith 
in countries outside the United States 
—that is, in such countries as the 
Latin American Republics where the 
Roman Catholic church is in control. 


3. that ‘‘the Republics of Hispanic 
America do not grant constitutional 
freedom to the representatives of 
every faith, in the sense in which we 
in this country enjoy that liberty.”’ 


This conceited and groundless claim 
of the leaders of the church of Rome 
to religious monopoly and the right to 
persecute Protestant minorities is a 
peril to the Catholic people in the 
United States. Protestants are not 
easily aroused. But their passion for 
religious liberty burns strongly under- 
neath their tolerant exterior. Should 
that passion flame into excesses in de- 
fense of religious liberty against the 
Roman Catholic minority in the 
United States, the blame will lie at the 
door of their church authorities who 
claim the right to persecute Protestant 
minorities in other countries.

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ROTARY IS OUTLAWED 
BY CATHOLIC BISHOP 


OST REVEREND Philip Desran- 

leau, bishop of the Roman Cath- 
olic diocese of Sherbrooke in Quebee, 
recently issued a pastoral letter con 
demning fraternal and service organ. 
izations such as Rotary, Kiwanis and 
Elks, and forbidding Catholics to join 
them. He denounced their non-sectar 
ianism as disguised atheism, and con- 
demned as rank heresy their non-see 
tarian efforts to better society and pro 
mote public morality. (Cf. United 
Press dispatch of December I.) 


This declaration of Catholic policy 
illustrates several points : 


1. The elastic morality of the Roman 
Catholic church that forbids in 
one locality what it allows in an- 
other for opportunist reasons. 


. Roman Catholicism ‘‘tightens the 
screws’’ once it gets control, as in 
Quebec. 


3. Jesuit designers of Catholi¢ 
church strategy condemn in prin 
ciple all organizations that are 
outside its own church control. In 
a Catholic country it controls all 
organizations, including labor 
unions. The idea in back of this 
is that Catholicism can survive 
only in_a hot-house atmosphere 
from which the free influence of 
modern, democratic society 3 
rigorously excluded. Catholicism 
and democracy are incompatible 
in the long run; that is why Piuw 
IX so strongly condemned liberal 
society and democratic govern 
ment. 


Nor must we think that whe 
the present pope, in his Christma 
broadeast, condemned ‘‘Godless’’ ani 
pagan States he specifically referred ® 
Fascist regimes. He warmly endorse 
Fascist Spain and Portugal and retails 
cordial diplomatic relations with Mur 
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solini’s Italy and Hitler’s Germany. 
His spokesmen among us openly con- 
demn our democratic society, non-sec- 
tarian organizations and public school 
education as ‘‘pagan’’ and ‘‘Godless.”’

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GAGGING PROTESTANTS 
IN PERU 


Tidings, weekly newspaper of the 
Catholic Archdiocese of Los An- 
geles, quotes in its issue of January 
15, 1943, from Verdades, Catholic 
weekly of Lima, Peru:

Synarehism was founded in 1936 by 
three fanatical Mexicans in collabora- 
tion with Osear Schleuter, a Nazi agent 
who was head of a movement in Mexico 
ealled El Centro Anticomunista. Trans- 
lated, the name Synarchism means ‘‘on 
the side of order.’’ Its first Jefe 
(Fuehrer) was Jose Urquizu, who was 
glorified as a martyr after he was killed 
in a gun fight with the police. It was 
his sueeessor, Salvador Abaseal, a pro- 
tégé of Archbishop Martinez, who real- 
ly molded Synarchism into the pivot 
group of all anti-democratic activity in 


Here are some of the facts about Syn 


archism quoted from the issue of April 
18, 1942, of this Jesuit magazine : 


“The Synarchist condemns _liberalist 
democracy. He wants a Christian de- 
mocracy, and he has taken the most 
direct way to get it, the remaking 
society.” 
“Theirs is a counter-revolution, and its 
leaders are laymen of great talent, and, 
it must be said, of great fortitude.” 
“It is natural that they should run fall 
into the conflict with Communism, 8 
powerful in their country. And they 
recognize this struggle as inevitable 
and necessary.” 

“Profoundly Catholic in personal life, 
they maintain that laymen, and not the 
clergy, are the ones to marshal the 
multitude in political and social move- 
ments.”

their ‘‘16 principles of Social Justice” 
(Sept. 29, 1941) : 


“Advocates of Christian social justice 
in America, Christian Americans wht 
dreamed of a national union to effects 
16-point reform, and who have watched 
the progress of the Christian state 
headed by Salazar, De Valera, Gen 
Franco and Mussolini, will want to heat 
further from Mexico’s Synarchists with 
their ‘16 principles’ of social justice.” 
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The Synarchist movement is well 
geared to the Spanish-Indian temper of 
Mexicans. It is made to appeal strongly 
on the one hand to the propertied 
classes with their hatred of democratic 
reform and love of Roman Catholic 
stagnation, and, on the other, to the 
underprivileged masses with their fear 
ridden belief in Roman Catholic mir- 
acles and image worship. It has seized 
upon the religious fanaticism of the 
Catholic Cristero movement of the 
1920’s, which prompted poor José 
Toral to assassinate President Obregon, 
under the conviction that by so doing 
he was performing an act pleasing to 
God. 


Today the similarly misguided masses 
of the Synarchist movement call its 
leader, Abaseal, El Salvador (‘‘The 
Savior’’) ; they are told by their pro- 
paganda literature that they have ‘‘a 
pact with heaven,’’ must ‘‘sacrifice’’ 
their lives and have ‘‘an ardent desire 
for death,’’ so that Mexico and the 
Catholic church may be saved from 
Jewish ‘‘Liberalism, pseudo-Democ. 
racy and Anarchy.’’ They are encour- 
aged to riot and violence, and those 
who meet death as a result, are imme- 
diately raised to the position of 
‘“‘martyrs’’ for religion and country. 


Nor do the Synarchists confine their 
activities to Mexico alone. Besides their 
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scheme to colonize Lower California— 
which is part of Northern Mexico— 
they have moved beyond Mexico’s bor- 
ders into New Mexico, our own Cali- 
fornia and Texas, where many thous- 
ands of Mexicans have settled. These 
Mexicans in the United States, as far 
east as New York’s Harlem district, 
have been organized by Synarchist and 
Falangist agents; they are taught the 
Synarechist salute (right arm across 
breast touching the left shoulder), and 
are made to pledge their lives to the 
‘*New Christian Order.’’ They are or- 
ganized into cells of active members 
whose duty it is to ‘‘activize’’ others. 


California is divided into two Syn- 
archist regions, north and south, each 
with its Jefe regional (local Fuehrer 
or Gauleiter). In California there are 
units in San Francisco, San Diego, San 
Bernardino and Fresno. In Texas there 
are Synarchist centers in McAllen, 
Edenburgh, Laredo and El Paso. They 
are kept informed of the movement’s 
activities through their own weekly 
newspaper, El Sinarquista, which, be- 
fore Pearl Harbor announced that ‘‘in 
America the Synarchist movement is 
destined to bring about re-Christiani- 
zation. The hour of the counter-revolu- 
tion has sounded in the world. The 
present war will mark the end of the 
capitalist and liberal regime.’’ 


SYNARCHISTS IN LOS ANGELES: Police described the above juvenile delinquents 
as inspired by a Mexican Synarchist group. Early in December, twenty-eight boys and 


ten of their girl friends were arrested in connection with the murder of a Mexican boy 
in Los Angeles. 
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To the South, Synarchism has pene- 
trated to Central America, to Nicar- 
agua and Guatemala, where influential 
newspapers publish its fervent propa- 
ganda. 


Behind all the maneuvering is the 
Catholic-inspired plan to divide the 
Americas into two parts, Anglo-Saxon 
and Latin, so that the European Latin 
bloe of the Catholic nations of Spain, 
Italy, Portugal, and even France, may 
be combined with Latin America into a 
modernized version of the sixteenth- 
eentury Catholic-Latin Empire. This 
was clearly expressed by Lombardo 
Toledano, Mexico’s labor leader, on 
his arrival at Havana last September 8. 
He declared : 

“The Fifth Columnists, directed by the 

Pope, are scheming to implant a ‘new 

Christian order’ when the war is over. 

This threat will confront all the na- 

tions of the world after the war. The 

sustaining factor in this intrigue in my 
country is the Synarchist Party. Two 

Germans and two Spanish Falangists 

crvated this organization in 1936. This 

new Christian order will be directed 
by the Pope, who for the time is trying 
to divide the Americas into two parts, 

Anglo-Saxon and Latin. 


“We the workers fight and will fight 
against this theory, which is nothing 
less than a reconstruction of the Span- 
ish Empire of the sixteenth century 
_modernized, a creation of the power of 
Catholicism in the world of the twen- 
tieth century.” (Quoted from ‘‘Ameri- 
ca,”’ Oct. 24, 1942.) 

The Mexican government under Pres- 
ident Camacho has hesitated to sup- 
press the Synarchists on the plea of 
safeguarding civil liberties. Need for 
repressive measures against them, how- 
ever, has become acute of late because 
of armed revolt of the Synarchists 
against conscription in Mexico. The 
armed band which recently attacked 
the village of Rio Grande charged the 
local garrison with shouts of ‘‘Down 
with the Government! Long live the 
Synarchists!’’ 
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It is well known that Mexico’s entry 
into the war on the side of the United 
Nations has altered the pro-Axis policy 
of the Synarchists to a very slight de- 
gree, and that merely to save themselves 
from outright suppression. Lombardo 
Toledano, who is president of the Latin 
American Workers Federation, on 
January 15 called the Synarchists 
‘‘Latin America’s most dangerous fifth 
column.’’ In an interview to the press 
on that date he stressed the need for a 
‘definite statement’’ by the United 
States dealing with the Synarchists. He 
also complained of the complacent atti- 
tude of ‘‘certain United States offi- 
cials’’ toward Mexican .Synarchism, 
which has created the illusion in the 
United States that it has dropped its 
hostility to the Democracies since the 
entry of Mexico into the war. 


This illusion is the result of the re 
cent adoption by the Synarchists of 
such slogans as ‘‘ Patriotism, Work, 
Order, Religion,’’ in place of their 
former ‘outright condemnations of 
democracy. Such slogans were taken 
directly from the Spanish Falange and 
are the rallying cries of all Nazi-fascist 
collaborationists on both sides of the 
Atlantie. 


The Synarchists may have to follow 
the Coughlinites ‘‘underground’’ till 
the war is over. It is when that time 
comes, and the Axis has been defeated 
militarily, that we must watch lest the 
United States be invaded by Fascism 
with a Synarchist label.

the following: 


687,600 missals and prayerbooks; 

1,159,000 religious pamphlets; 

678,550 pocket crucifixes, rosaries and 
medals; 

35,100 Catholic books and magazines. 


NCCS received to the above date $3,- 
733,006 from the USO, which it has spent 
at the rate of about $500,000 a month.

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CATHOLIC CHURCH CONTROL IN MEXICO 


By J. J. Murpny 


OW MUCH the Catholic 
H church differs in Latin Amer- 

ica and the United States is 

not known to many people. 
This can be seen by examining its 
foundation and development in Latin 
America through the centuries, by 
studying the background, customs and 
religious practices that have made it 
what it is today. Mexico, the closest of 
our Latin neighbors, is a good sample 
of a country where the Catholic church 
has had its own way from the beginning 
and developed according to its innate 
tendencies. A glance at any phase of 
Mexico’s history from the days of the 
Spanish explorers right up to the pres- 
ent shows how the Roman Catholic 
church has exploited its wealth, tried to 
beat down every social reform and held 
its people in the chains of ignorance 
and fear. 

Professional defenders of the Cath- 
olic church like to leave the impression 
that their religion had nothing to do 
with the cruel seizure of Mexico and 
the exploitation of its people. They go 
so far as to say that it was the Spanish 
conquerors alone who created vicious 
conditions and that the church has con- 
tinuously worked to reform them. 


ENSLAVEMENT OF MEXICANS 

A handful of the first missionaries to 
Mexico who protested against the en- 
slavement of the natives were soon 
silenced. One of these was Father De 
Soria who, as a consequence, was ex- 
pelled from his pulpit. The protests of 
another, Father Las Casas, met with 
fierce opposition from the overwhelm- 
ing majority of his fellow missionaries, 
especially from Father Motilinia and 


Bishop De Fonseca, who was growing 
rich from his slaves in the Antilles. This 
Father Motilinia is on record as saying 
that the only reason most priests caw 
tioned mildness in the treatment of na 
tives was to preserve their lives for 
slavery.' 


It was only three years after the con 
quest of Mexico that Cortes wrote t 
Spain unfavorably contrasting the mis 
sionary bishops and prelates with the 
honest, chaste pagan priests of the In 
dians and protesting against the bish 
ops’ ‘‘disposing of the goods of the 
church, spending them in pomp and 
other vices and leaving inheritances t 
their sons and relatives.’”* 


The second Archbishop of Mexieo, 
Alonso de Montifar, testifies that the 
clergy vied with the laity in the op 
pression and enslavement of the native 
Indians, underfeeding them, forcing 
them to work beyond endurance, pay- 
ing them nothing. In this way sump 
tuous monasteries were built, often i» 
habited by only two or three friars.’ 


INCREASE OF CHURCH ABUSES 


The exploitation of Mexican native 
increased as the power of the churé 
grew stronger. Father Mendieta in his 
history written at the end of the 16t 
century relates that as many as thirty 
priests lived in a single village, sup 
ported by the money offered by pover

Similar conditions continued in later 
centuries. H. G. Ward, British chargé 
d’affaires in Mexico in the last century, 
records similar exploitation in his time. 
He mentions the exorbitant fees for 
baptisms, masses, marriages and bur- 
ials. The marriage fee alone amounted 
to more than half a year’s salary of the 
average worker. On each weekly pay- 
day a representative of the Catholic 
ehurch appeared at the paymaster’s to 
collect from each miner a fee toward 
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io} his funeral mass. Jn a country where 
is | the average pay was twelve cents a day, 
he} over three dollars were collected each 
inf year from each miner for his funeral 
she mass alone.°

Ages, as many people imagine. In fact, 
it was not till 1571 that it was first 
established in Mexico. From that time 
on, seizure of property was a common 
occurrence and brought in enormous 
revenue to the church. The Auto da Fé 
of 1649 alone yielded three million 
pesos.

king of Spain and punished by the In- 
quisition any ‘‘heretic’’ who dared to 
doubt it.© As Alaman remarks, the 
Mexicans were held in_ subjection 
‘*rather by missionaries than by arms.”’ 


In the Mexican War of Independence 
some of the lower clergy, impoverished 
by the greed of their bishops, fought 
for freedom. The power of the Cath- 
olic church, however, stood opposed to 
this move toward democracy and re- 
form. The Inquisition, on August 7, 
1808, condemned ‘‘the manifest heresy 
of the people’s sovereignty.’’ The con- 
fessional was used to extort information 
about revolutionaries. Father Hildago, 
and his successor, Father Morales, lead- 
ers in the revolution, were captured and 
put to death by the chureh’s Inquisi- 
tion. 


PAGANISM OF THE MEXICAN CHURCH 


The control of the Catholic church 
over the Mexican Indians is based on 
their primitive Aztee fear, which the 
church has preserved and intensified. 
Even Father Alegre in his history of 
the Mexican Jesuits says, p. 335: 
‘*Fear of punishment rather than de- 
sire that their children shall be Chris- 
tians makes the Indians bring them for 


, 


baptism. ”’ 


It was an easy matter to convert the 
Mexican Indians to the practices of 
Roman Catholicism, since their ritual 
and image worship had much in com- 
mon with those of the religion of their 
conquerors. It was merely a matter of 
giving the native images and practices 
Christian names ; no change of meaning 
or spiritual significance was made or 
needed. Native pagan rituals of the 
Mexicans included the use of incense, 
sacred vestments, holy water, fasting, 


confession, penance for sins, scapulars.®

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Also in doctrine Catholicism and Az- 
tec paganism had much in common. 
Both believed in sacrifices, purgatory 
and a sort of canonization, as Father 
Sahagun points out. 


A Franciscan missionary was led to 
remark : 
“Much of the new doctrine these idola- 
trous Indians already believed. . . so that 
in the first conversations which our 


priests had with their priests these did 
not make much objection.” 


The favorite Catholic shrines and 
images of Mexico are descended from 
their pagan predecessors, as Professor 
Gruening remarks (p. 237). Priests 
have diligently promoted the cult of 
various images of saints. Some churches 
have as many as forty. From the special 
ceremonies on the feastday of each 
image the priest obtains added revenue, 
as Father Gage remarked long ago." 
In brief, the more images, the more 
money. 


The Tulane University expedition in- 
to southern Mexico in 1925 found that 
the Indians in Chiapas ‘‘ are accustomed 
to beat their saint [Saint Martin] 
when they have a bad year, and to 
earess him and anoint him with oil 
when things go well.’’ 


Mr. Carleton Beals, Mexican explorer, 
narrates how an Indian explained why 
he walked five miles to pray to a way- 
side Cristos in the country, in prefer- 
ence to many others in the city. He 
said: ‘‘We have several in the city. 
But, as there are many people there, 
those Christs are kept very busy, and 
I felt my chances of being attended to 
out here were very much better, for this 
Christ has almost nothing to do.’’

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Besides image-worship, other super- 
stitions are used to keep the people 
cowed in ignorance and fear. Father 
Alegre tells how a Jesuit father used a 
bone of Saint Ignatius to bring about 
childbirth.** 


The clergy has not hesitated to use 
outright trickery and deception. In 
May 1912, the ‘‘miracle’’ of the sway- 
ing virgin in the heart of Mexico City, 
roused the faithful to a delirium of ex- 
citement till carefully laid wires, under- 
neath the church floor, connected with a 
neighboring mill were uncovered.** 


In Yueatan a ‘‘sweating Christ” 
turned out to be equipped with a bag 
of deliquescent salt which produced the 
miracle.** 


The ‘‘Christ of the Blisters,’’ who 
miraculously survived intact the burn- 
ing of a church except for a few blist- 
ers, was found by civil authorities to 
be made of painted plaster and conse- 
quently fire-proof. 


Much of the backwardness, illiteracy 
and immorality prevalent in Mexieo 
can be traced to the example of Cath- 
olic priests. Father Thomas Gage, the 
English Dominican priest quoted above, 
wrote in 1625 much about the immoral- 
ity of his fellow priests. 


‘*We could not fail to note that the 
life and customs of both the secular and 
regular clergy were most dissolute and 
that their conduct completely belied 
their vows and ealling.’’!® 


To show how stagnant were cond 
tions in the Catholic church in Mexico 
in spite of the passage of centuries, let

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me quote from the writings of another 
priest, Father Domenech, two hundred 
and forty two years later. In 1867 he 
wrote : 























“If the Pope barred all those guilty of 
simony. . . and all priests having concu- 
bines, the Mexican clergy would be re- 
duced to very few. . . Some bishops groan 
at this state of affairs, others encourage 
it unconsciously by their good nature. I 
recall that when one of these prelates 
passed through a village near the Epis- 
copal See, the priest there said to him: 
‘Monsefior, have the goodness to bless my 
children and their mother.’ The good 
bishop blessed them; they were a room- 
full. Another did even better—he baptized 
the child of one of his priests.”" 













































































Father Rivera, an honest Catholic 
historian, admits that the ‘‘laxity of the 
priesthood, the education of Mexico by 
the priesthood, the ideas and customs 
of the priesthood,’’ are the principal 
cause of the ‘‘backwardness and ill- 
being of Mexico.’’** 












































Doubtless Father Rivera and any 
fair-minded reader will agree with St. 
John Chrysostom who long ago said : 


“If the clergy be demoralized, the en- 
tire people will become demoralized. . . 
so when you see a chaotic people without 
a true religion, know without question 
that the guilt lies with the ministers of 
religion.” 




























The real crime against the Mexicans 
was the denial to them of the truth of 
the Gospel teaching. It is not too late 
to remedy this, provided that Protes-

MEXICO TODAY 


RESENT-DAY religious conditions 

in Mexico show how spiritually stag- 
nant the Roman Catholic church really 
is. While social and economic improve- 
ments are beginning to take place there, 
religious superstition continues to 
thrive as much as ever. Orvil W. Reid, 
a Baptist missionary in Guadalajara, 
Mexico, in the September 1942 issue 
of The Commission, gives an eyewitness 
account of things he experiences day 
after day. Here, in part, is what he 
says: 


“I am translating a few things I 
have copied from walls of Catholic 
churches. From these you can see the 
spiritual darkness in which the people 
live: 


‘If you want miracles, come to The 
Virgin of Sorrows.’ 


‘Infinite thanks to Saint Anthony for 
having given me my health. Thanks O 
Divine Saint Anthony.’ 


In one church there was a large cross 
and I saw many people weeping and 
kissing the dirty wooden cross... On 
the wall were many testimonies giving 
thanks to the “Divine Cross” for an- 
swering their prayers, as if it had been 
a person. 


An announcement signed by the 
Bishop promised five years’ indulgence 
to any of the faithful who counted their 
beads in front of the cross, and added 
that the indulgences could be applied 
to the dead. 


In Topic where the pastor and I re- 
cently visited over seven hundred 
homes, leaving some little booklets I 
had written to arouse interest in Bible 
study, the people all received the Word 
gladly. Since then the pastor wrote me 
that the priests have begun a wave of 
persecution and have threatened to ex- 
communicate anyone receiving any 
more literature.”’

OBERT MURPHY, trained by the 

Jesuits of Marquette University 
ad Georgetown’s Foreign Service 
School and now U. S. Minister in 
North Africa, is the creator of the pro- 
Vichy appeasement situation behind 
or North African army that has 
aroused the ire of anti-Fascists through- 
out the world.

From a source in close touch with 
North African affairs, PM reported 
that Peyrouton and Murphy were 
friendly during the Vichy regime and 
that both are rightists and pro-Pétain.

DWARD J. FLYNN, one week 

after the above quoted report of the 
Washington Times-Herald, announced 
his own appointment by President 
Roosevelt as U. S. Minister to Australia 
and Ambassador in the Southwest 
Pacific area. His forced withdrawal on 
January 31 was a distinct relief to most 
Americans. 


Mr. Flynn’s higher education was en- 
tirely in the hands of the Jesuits of 
Fordham University, under whom he 
studied for several years. He has been 
Tammany boss of the Bronx for many 
years, while simultaneously drawing an 
extremely large salary for work that 
should have been done in another city. 
While residing in New York City in- 
tent on Tammany polities he drew $12, 
000 a year in Albany as New York 
State Secretary during the two terms 
of Governor Franklin D. Roosevelt and 
the first two administrations of Gover- 
nor Lehman. 

Highlights in Mr. Flynn’s career 
were the appointment several years ago 
of Duteh Schultz, notorious racketeer 
and murderer, as a deputy sheriff of the 
Bronx and the use of 8,000 city-owned 
paving blocks and several city laborers 
to pave a court at one of his country 
homes in 1941. Mr. Flynn admits both 
accusations. 

Speaking of the nomination of 
Flynn as Minister Plenipotentiary to 
Australia, the New York Herald Tri- 
bune of January 9 states in an editorial 
that it ‘‘is an insult to the people of the 
United States—whom he is supposed to 
represent—and to the people of Aus- 
tralia.’’ 
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The Democratic National Committee, 
now headed by Catholic Postmaster 
General Frank C. Walker, rashly de- 
nounced criticism of the Flynn ambas- 
sadorial appointment as ‘‘a dastardly, 
treasonable plot to hamper the Com- 
mander-in-Chief.’’ In comment on this 
an editorial of the Democratic N. Y. 
Times of January 20 says: 


““We have reached a fine state of 
affairs indeed when an appointment 
as extravagantly bad as Boss Flynn’s

PAPAL SOPHISTRY 


DOUBLE-TALK reached an all-time high 
in the Christmas broadcast of Pius XII. 
If the pope were tongue-tied, he could not 
have given rise to more contradictory in- 
terpretations. 


The New York Times wrote an editorial 
hymn of praise to the pope on Christmas 
Day that would have done justice to a 
moon-struck nun. Part of this rhapsody 
is as follows: 


“The pulpit whence he speaks is more 
than ever like the Rock on which the 
Church was founded . . . A preacher 
ordained to stand above the battle ‘tied 
impartially to all people’... his impar- 
tial judgment is like a verdict in a high 
court of justice.”’ 


The phrase ‘‘tied impartially to all peo- 
ple’ stands in hollow mockery against the 
background of the papacy, especially of 
its destruction of democracy in Spain. 


In any case we may be sure that the 
Nazi press found in this speech, as in all 
his others, the tacit approval and harm- 
less generalities it devoutly wished for. 
Let one of its American mouthpieces ex- 
press its satisfaction and glee. Speaking 
of this same Christmas broadcast of Pius 
XII, the January 1943 issue of the pro- 
Nazi Catholic magazine, The Guildsman, 
says: 


“In his Christmas address, the Pope 
repeats the Church’s condemnation of 
‘the various forms of Marxist Social- 
ism,’ but he does not mention Nazism 
or Fascism . . . The Pope’s Christmas 
address gives little comfort to those 
who single out the Nazis for condemna- 
tion . . .

SOUTH AMERICA 


INTIMATE cooperation between the Ro- 
man Catholic church and Fascism broke 
into the limelight again recently by the 
conferring of special honors by Franco of 
Spain on all the archbishops and bishops 
of Argentina for their effective work in 
spreading Fascism in South America. The 
Overseas News Agency of January 4 re- 
ports the event as follows: 


“Prelates of the Catholic church in 
Argentina have just been honored by an 
order in Spain, emphasizing the role of 
the clergy in Spain’s efforts to recover its 
influence in Latin America under the 
sign of the Hispanidad. Cardinal Copello, 
Archbishop of Buenos Aires, who is head 
of the Argentine hierarchy, was made a 
‘Preferred Dignitary’ by the Brotherhood 
of the Sagrado Femur of Santiago de Com- 
postela of Spain [Brotherhood of the Holy 
Thigh of James of Compostella], while 
all other Argentine archbishops and 
bishops were made ‘Honorary Digni- 
taries.’ ” 

“In the German-speaking regions of 
Argentina, the priesthood has in many 
cases used the pulpit to preach Nazism.” 


A recent pastoral of all the bishops of 
Argentina explicitly condemned liberalism 
but “refrained from making positive 
statements in favor of democracy.” 


Bishop De Andrea, the lone prelate of 
Argentina who is not anti-democratic, at- 
tended, six months ago, a Catholic Pan- 
American conference in Washington.

JOE KENNEDY’S INTRIGUES 


HIERARCHICAL approval of the U. S. 
war effort, given eleven months after 
Pearl Harbor, has been followed by a 
strenuous campaign to place more Cath- 
olics in key positions of our Government. 
One of their candidates is the discredited 
Joseph P. Kennedy, former ambassador 
to Great Britain who while still in Lon- 
don said: 


“T can’t make head or tail out of what 
this war’s all about. If you can find oft 
why the British are standing up against 
the Nazis, you are a better man than 
I am.” (PM, January 5, 1943.) 


The present Kennedy situation is sum- 
marized by PM: 


“The prospect of having him back in 
the Government in any capacity is 
alarming to liberal elements in the New 
Deal. They contend that Kennedy, both 
as ambassador to Great Britain and as 
ex-ambassador, has worked ceaselessly 
to undermine the Administration’s for- 
eign policy ... But the President has 
been subjected to tremendous pressure 
to accept Kennedy’s proferred services 
on a forgive-and-forget basis.’’ 


Catholic lobbyists use the plea that ap- 
pointment of more Catholics to top-flight 
positions will make for national unity by 
securing stronger Catholic church sup- 
port for the war effort. 


The strategy of the Catholic politicians 
is to get control of the next Democratic 
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National Convention by the inside work 
of ‘New Dealers’ such as Kennedy and 
Joseph Casey and the outside maneuver- 
ings of Jim Farley. Through the election 
of an isolationist President, the demo- 
cratic post-war aims would be discarded 
and approval gained for Catholic Fascism 
throughout southern Europe.

MYRON TAYLOR’S WORK 
AT THE VATICAN 


VATICAN influence on the policy of the 
U. S. Department of State is openly dis- 
played by the Department’s recent back- 
ing of Fascists in Spain and North Africa. 
The Catholic U. S. Minister to North 
Africa, Jesuit-trained Robert Murphy, is 
solely responsible for the retention of 
hundreds of Vichy fascist officials in key 
positions in this strategic territory. 


In Italy the Vatican has likewise lined 
up on the Fascist front, as is evidenced 
by the following article from the January 
21 article of the New York Post, under the 
headline, “State Department Changes Its 
Front on Anti-Fascist Italians.’”’ The re- 
port, in part, continues as follows: 


“The State Department, following 
Myron Taylor’s visit to the Vatican last 
September, withdrew the encourage- 
ment it had offered to a proposed 
Italian National Committee, headed by 
Count Sforza, to speak for anti-Fascist 
Italians in the councils of the United 
Nations. 


“The resolution to create an Italian 
National Committee was passed last 
August at the Free Italy Congress in 
Montevideo, organized by Free Italian 
groups in Latin America and attended 
by Count Sforza. 

‘Prior to his departure for the Con- 
gress, Sforza conferred with Under- 
Secretary of State Sumner Welles and 
was given the impression that the 
United States favored the formation of 
an Italian National Committee and 
might negotiate with other United Na- 
tions for its recognition.”’ 


“In September Myron Taylor visited 
the Vatican. His visit was arranged by 
the Apostolic Nuncio in Washington, 
Archbishop Cicognani, a close friend 
of Luigi Federzoni, national leader in 
Italy. 

“*Federzoni is the spokesman of cer- 
tain reactionary Catholics and land- 
owners who are plotting a coup to get 
Italy out of the war in order to save 
Fascism. This group has close ties with 
the ‘pro-British’ industrial clique, in- 
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triguing for the same end, whose 
spokesman is Dino Grandi, former am- 
bassador to London.”

OPPOSITION TO PUBLIC 
HEALTH EDUCATION 


LARMING increase of venereal 
disease among boys and girls be 
tween the ages of 15 and 19 has made 
urgent the need for instruction of 
young people as a health protection 
measure. New York City and State 
authorities have recommended that 
such instruction be given, with proper 
safeguards, in the public schools. Ag 
PM, New York City newspaper rightly 
remarked in its edition of December 
11: ‘‘Our City schools, not the streets, 
poolrooms and backstairs, are the prop- 
er places where safe and sound sex hy- 
giene can be taught.’’ 


City Health Commissioner Charles L, 
Stebbins and Health News, organ of the 
New York State Health Department, 
agree with this. Not, however, the 
Catholic chureh authorities. The New 
York Times of December 25 reported 
as follows: 

“Opposition to the use of New York City 

public schools for the teaching of ‘sex 

hygiene’ and control of venereal diseases 
was made yesterday in The Catholic 

News, which urged Catholic parents it 

this city to refuse to permit their chil 

dren to attend these classes.” 

**In its editorial, headed ‘A Warm 
ing to Parents,’ The Catholic News a& 
serts that it is opposed to courses on set 
hygiene because moral training lie 
within the province of the parents and 
cannot be delegated to any other pet 
sons. ’’ 


The National Catholic Almanac @ 
1942 reports on p. 746: 


“The episcopal committee on motion pit 
tures protested the showing of [educe 
tional] sex hygiene pictures in movit 
theatres, which are, according to a stale 
ment issued at the headquarters of 

National Legion of Decency by pe 
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bishop McNicholas of Cincinnati, ‘places 
of entertainment, not clinics, and sex in- 
struction does not come within their 
function.” 


Further illustration of the Catholic 
attitude on sex morality and health is 
found on page 763 of the above-quoted 
National Catholic Almanac: 

“In opposition to a proposed bill requir- 
ing applicants for marriage licenses in 
the District of Columbia to submit a phy- 
sician’s certificate testifying the absence 
of venereal disease or tuberculosis, the 
Rev. Frances J. Connell, C.SS.R., testified 
before the House District Committee that 
such interference with the right to marry 
was not in accordance with the Catholic 
attitude, which does not favor such mar- 
riages but considers that the parties con- 
cerned when informed of the condition 


have a fundamental right to marry if 
they wish,” 


Father O’Connell used mental reser- 
vation in not mentioning that the Cath- 
lie church also recognizes as valid 
marriages contracted where the inno- 
cent part is not informed of the diseased 
condition of the partner. What is more, 
it insists that the innocent party in such 
a marriage is obliged to enter into sex- 
ual relationship with the diseased mate. 
In The Catholic Mind of January 22, 
1939, Father O’Connell himself, speak- 
ing on this subject, says: 

“All the physical afflictions that can 
ensue from the marriage of a diseased 
person, both to the healthy consort and 
to the offspring, are an immeasurably 


lesser evil than one mortal sin which 
the marriage could avert.” 


Refusal of sexual relations by a mar- 
ried person is made a mortal sin by 
Roman Catholic theologians. It is to 


this mortal sin that Father O’Connell 
refers, 


It should not pass notice that Roman 
Catholic church authorities who refuse 
to permit attendance at classes on pub- 
lie health in the schools, insist, on the 
other hand, in advocating the use of 
public schools for instruction in the 
Roman Catholic religion. 
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SHADES OF JOHN CALVIN! 


EMBERSHIP of organized Pres- 

byterians in the United States 
increased by 27,245 last year, and now 
totals over 2,000,000 in active communi- 
cant standing. Ordinary Presbyterian 
church ‘‘population’’ is _ estimated 
about five millions. 


We are alarmed, however, to note 
how dangerously Presbyterianism is 
veering doctrinally toward Roman 
Catholicism. To meet the requirements 
for their proposed corporate merger 
with the Protestant Episcopal church, 
some Presbyterian leaders seem willing 
to whittle down fundamental Protes- 
tant teachings. 


Articles in The Presbyterian Tribune 
constantly advocate acceptance of be- 
liefs and sacramental usages that are 
almost identical with those of Roman 
Catholicism and which are destructive 
of Reformation teachings. They call 
for a ‘‘ Protestant Catholicity’’— which 
is merely a name and may mean what- 
ever you like to make it. Norman 
Adams, in The Presbyterian Tribune 
for September 1942, wants to make it: 
(1) a ‘‘chureh outside of which there 
is no salvation;’’ (2) with sacraments 
which are ‘‘means of supernatural 
grace ;’’ (3) with ‘‘a liturgy reflecting 
the great tradition of the ages, in con- 
fession, creed, prayers, responses, 
hymns.’’ He also advocated that ‘‘ min- 
isters should wear clericals. and 
whatever other vestment seems prop- 
er.”’ 


Although he states that ‘‘only broad 
outlines of agreement can be asked 
for,’’ the fact remains that if he wants 
sacraments as magical means of grace, 
a dogmatic church outside of which 
there is no salvation, and all the ex- 
ternals of Roman Catholic ritual, Pres- 
byterians may as well go all the way 
over to Rome. For soon the Roman 
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Catholic mass as the repetition of the 
sacrifice of Christ on Calvary would 
make its appearance in Presbyterian 
churches with priests to celebrate them, 
bishops to oversee the priests, and a 
pope to rule over all. 


John Calvin and the other reformers 
knew all about these things, since they 
were theologians and priests of the 
church of Rome. But they discarded 
them as erroneous and un-Christian. 
They knew that these things kept people 
from getting close to God, that they 
were man-made substitutes for the true 
teaching of the saving Gospel of Jesus 
Christ. If Presbyterians now want to 
restore them, they at least should not 
do so in the name of.John Calvin. 


It is to be hoped that the Presbyter- 
ian church will never alter its fixed de- 
claration of its belief in the Lord Jesus 
Christ as the only head of the Christian 
Church. It reads as follows: 


“The Lord Jesus Christ is the only 
head of the Church, and the claim of 
any man to be the vicar of Christ and 
the head of the Church, is unscriptural, 
without warrant in fact, and is a usur- 
pation dishonoring to the Lord Jesus 
Christ.”’
